Both of Hoover’s sons, former 
Undersecretary of State Herbert 
Hoover Jr., and Allan Hoover, 
were at his bedside. 
The former president was be­ 
ing treated in his suite at the 
Waldorf Towers where he has 
lived for 30 years. There were 
no plans to move him to a hos­ 
pital. 
“ Mr. Hoover is making a very 
good fight of it, of course.” an 
aide said. 
But he pointed out 
that Hoover is 90. 
When Hoover’s latest illness 
struck—his fourth serious set­ 
back in two years—his doctors 
said he was making a “ remark­ 
able” fight for life for a man 
of his age. 
Hoover had a malignant tu­ 
mor removed from his intestines 
in August, 1962. In June, 1963, 
he was stricken with internal 
bleeding and anemia. When he 
recovered, doctors said it was 
“ miraculous.”

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia (UPI» -Marshall Sergey 
Biryuzov, Russia's highest military officer, and 
others were killed today when a Soviet Ilyushin 
airliner crashed into a mountain as it 
was preparing to come for a landing.

viet Union is ahead, but we do 
not consider cosmic research as 
some kind of a race,” Brezhnev 
said.

Why Red Chinese A-Bomb? 
It May Have Dual Purpose 


By JOHN RODERICK 
TOKYO UP)—Industrially weak 
and 20 years late, Red China can 
not dream of overtaking the 
United States as a nuclear pow­ 
er. Why, then, did it explode 
an atom bomb? 
There are two answers; one 
military, the other political. 
Lacking long-range missiles or 
other delivery capabilities, the 
apparent aim of the fledgling 
Chinese nuclear power is to de­ 
velop tactical atomic weapons 
to beef up already powerful con­ 
ventionally-armed ground forces. 
Once in possession of such 
tactical weapons, the Chinese 
can be expected to let the secret 
out In (me way or another. Their 
purpose: to deter United States 
forces in the Pacific from mov­ 
ing troops into South Vietnam or 
Laos, or any other regional con­ 
flicts in which Peking is direct­ 
ly or indirectly involved. 
Failing this, it would flourish 
nuclear power, and the threat of 
its use, as a means of discour­ 
aging the U.S. from escalating 
local wars into nuclear conflicts. 
Secret Chinese army bulletins 
released by the United States 
reveal that three years ago the 
Chinese high command looked 
forward to the use of tactical 
nuclear weapons but made no 
reference to strategic weapons, 
whose usefulness would depend 
on missiles or aircraft. 
A study of the secret Chinese 
papers suggests that Peking is 
fully aware of the dangers in­ 
volved in atomic weapons and, 
despite its recent public stance 
of recklessness and belligerence, 
is not likely to embark on ill- 
considered nuclear adventures. 


“ We should not only prepare 
ourselves against the use of such 
weapons by our enemy in a sud­ 
den attack,” wrote Marshal Yeh 
Chien-ying, “ but also safeguard 
ourselves from disaster when we 
ourselves employ them.” 
The 1961 papers recognized 
that American nuclear attacks 
would decimate Chinese cities, 
while expected bacteriological 
warfare would reduce the popu 
lation to starvation. 
Politically, the Chinese pre 
sumably may hope with the 
bomb to intimidate their imme­ 
diate neighbors, including India. 
Though President Lyndon B. 
Johnson wasted no time assur­ 
ing Asian nations that the Unit­ 
ed States would come to their 
assistance if they were menaced 
by China, India and other na­ 
tions similarly placed may rea­ 
son that It would be more pru­ 
dent to reach an agreement with 
Peking now than to rely on an 
American r e t a l i a t i o n which 
might come too late.

There was a shocking exhibition, by my opponent, at 
the candidates meeting held by the League of Women 
Voters at the Civic Center on the evening of the 7th. 
Instead of conforming to the program, which was care­ 
fully worked out and presented to each of us, he launch­ 
ed into a tirade and personal attack on me. It was brutal, 
coarse and uncalled for. 


He continually claims that District 2 needs a “ Suc­ 
cessful Businessman” to represent it on the Board of 
Supervisors. This certainly is a scornful allusion to me. 
W ell, is he a “ paper tiger” or not? 


So let’s take a look at some records: I have in my pos­ 
session three certified copies of official records from 
the County Recorder’s Office —one is from Book 1841- 
Page 153 — the second is from Book 1859-Page 162 and 
the third is from Book 1860-Page 435. The first is a deed 
of trust for $178,210.00 made July 20, 1964 to The 
California Livestock Production Credit Association 
of Sacramento, to certain property on Red Hill Avenue 
in San Anselmo, to secure a promissory note dated 
March 6, 1964 and due March 6, 1965 —the second is 
for a deed of trust to the Crocker-Citizens National 
Bank for $35,000 to a certain piece of property on Alta 
Vista Avenue in San Anselmo and dated September 
3, 1964. The third was an assignment of a deed of trust 
to the Crocker-Citizens National Bank. These were 
all signed by my opponent.

He continues to refuse to answer the question as to 
just W H A T business he has been in for the past 15 
years. He just waves some recent and sporadic activi­ 
ties—not much depth. 


A fair question he should answer is: W E R E his cus­ 
tomers happy about their dealings with him? Or did 
they refuse to come hack for more of the same, and 
therefore now he is forced to ask the voters if they can 
spare ten little dimes for his campaign fund? 


Certainly this is a new gimmick for a man claiming 
great business success, to solicit through the mail for 
contributions.

Ex-Labor Secretary 


James Mitchell Dies 


NEW YORK 
— James P. 
Mitchel, 63, secretary of labor 
in the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion, died today in his suite at 
the Aitor Hotel. 
He apparently suffered a heart 
attack. A physician was with 
him when he died, the hotel said 
Mitchell, big and bluff, but 
with an air of relaxed charm, 
had little formal education but 
a vast background In personnel 
management whe n President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower named 
him to the cabinet in 1953 
He had been an expert in la­ 
bor relations for New York de­ 
partment stores, civilian man­ 
power chief for the armed forc­ 
es during World War II and as­ 
sistant secretary of the Army. 
Organized 
labor was 
luke­ 
warm to his appointment at 
first. Later AFLrCIO president 
George Meany was to refer to 
him as the greatest secretary of 
labor this country had ever had. 
After leaving the cabinet with 
the change of administration. 
Mitchell returned to his native 
New Jersey and ran unsuccess­ 
fully for governor in 1961. His 
c ampaign was halted temporar­ 
ily by a broken leg 
But the 6-

In a petition to the high tribu­ 
nal, the parents stated;

I#arrabce and Kdith McGuire plus a second place fin­ 
ish by the equestrian team on the eighth day of com­ 
petition— a day marked by an Olympic sitdown. 
Larrabee, at 30 an old, old man for a sprinter, 
pickfd the brst of all possible 
year-old 
who was the first 
sc hoolboy to break the 4-minute 
mile would have been timed in 
4:12. 
He trailed heat winner Peter 
Snell of New Zealand by some 
150 yards. 
O’Hara, 
the

AAU champion, was seventh in 
his heat in 3 43.4, well off his 
best time.

Never before have so many 
prominent women — Republican 
and D em ocrat-taken such an 
active part in a national elec­ 
tion, 
There's a good reason. Never 
before have women had such a 
wide margin of votes over men 
— roughly 4 million more ballots. 
According to the census bu­ 
reau, 59 2 million women and

Because of their numerical j 
edge and their intense interest 
In the elections, however, some 
politicians look for the female 
vote this year to be larger than 
the male turnout. 
The public opinion polls show 
President Johnson an even great­ 
er favorite with women voters 
than with men. 


BOTH JOHNSON and Republi­ 
can Barry M. Goldwater have 
paid proper tribute to the role 
of women as a crucial factor in 
elections. 
Peggy Goldwater is not as 
politically-minded as Lady Bird. 
But she has pitched in to help 
her husband and now says she 
Is getting to like campaigning. 
Mrs. Goldwater politics mostly 
at her husband's side. A pretty 
addition to the GOP campaign 
is Stephanie Miller, wife of the 
vice presidential candidate. Her 
daughters — Elizabeth Ann, 20, 
and Karen, 17—also have taken 
the plunge in behalf of the GOP 
ticket. 
Mrs. Miller's counterpart, Mu­ 
riel Humphrey, a long-time cam­ 
paigner, has been making solo 


trips through the Midwest and 
doing what most 
candidates' 
wives try to avoid—talking about 
the issues. 


THE FIRST LADY is the un 
disputed "pro” in the field. How- 
! ever, the First Lady says she is 
ready to hand over the crown 
to her daughter Luci. Both John­ 
son girls . , , Luci and Lynda 
. . . cut their teeth on politics 
And no one is more amused and 
delighted with their off-the-cuff 
speeches on the stump than the 
President. 
The high spot of the First 
Lady’s campaigning was the 
four-day whistle-stop tour of the 
South. The President is banking 
on that effort to help bring de­ 
fecting Dixie back into the Dem­ 
ocratic column. 


ON CAPITOL HILL, most of 
the lady lawmakers are on the 
hustings to hold their jobs. Of 
the 12 women in the house, how­ 
ever, two are dropouts. Rep. 
Elizabeth Kec (D-W.Va) is bow­ 
ing out because of poor health. 
Her son, James, hopes to take 
her seat. Rep. Irene Baker, Re­ 
publican of Tennessee, w h o 
served out the term of her late 
husband, also is retiring.

Irish. Lead National Calorie Count 


By J\CK BRANNAN 


WASHINGTON fVPD - If you 
count calorics and not content, 
it's the Irish who are the world s 
heartiest eaters. 
The U S. Department of Agrl-1 
culture took a widespread eal-j 
orie count for a three-year peri-1 
fid ending in 1962 which deter­ 
mined the people of Ireland con­ 
sume more calories than anyone 
else. Whiskey, which contains 
about 85 calories per ounce, and 
other alcoholic beverages were 
ignored 
The result of the count showed 
that each Irishman consumed an 
average of 3.470 calorirs. Only 
the residents of New Zealand 
’ came close to challenging thr 
Irish. They averaged 3,460 cal­ 
ories. 
The Agriculture Department 
said it prepared the report as 
part of its market development 
program. 
• THF. UNITED STATES is the 
only nation that goes to the trou- 
ble of preparing such a survey 
to find out the world's needs," 
said Wilhelm Anderson, chief of 
the department’s Foreign Re­ 
gional Analysis Division, which 
prepared the report

said reports would be issued lat­ 
er this year on Africa and the 
Communist nations of eastern 
Europe 


The world average calorie con­ 
sumption. computed by nation 
and excluding the Communist 
countries and Africa, was about 
2.700 daily The Food and Nu­ 
trition Board of the National 
Academy of Sciences National 
Research Council recommends a 
minimum of 2,900 calories daily 
for the average male between 
18 and 35 years of age. 


DENM \RK RANKED third be­ 
hind Ireland and New Zealand 
in caloric consumption Its daily 
average was 3.380. Others in the 
world's top in calorie consuming 
nations were the United King­ 
dom 3.280. Argentina 3.220, Aus-1 
tralia and Switzerland 3.210. the 
United States 3.190 and C anada 
and Finland 3.110. 
The citizens of Haiti had the 
poorest calorie diet in the world. 
They averaged 1.780 per day. 


On a hemispheric basis, the 
peoples of Europe averaged 2.- 
900 calories daily, those of the 
Western Hemisphere 2.870. and 
those of Asia including Australia 
and New Zealand. 2.322 
The Agriculture Department 
also tabulated protein and fat 
consumption

Polls Hint History-Making 


LBJ Landslide In New England 


A definite spurt in campaign activity 


has been noticeable during the past 
week. 
We hope that on Nov. 3, the voters 
will react with as big a turnout as pos­ 
sible so that the candidates elected and 
the measures approved or rejected will 
be trulv representative of the public s 
will. 


One reason for the sudden spurt in 


campaigning is of course obvious. Each 
candidate, and proponents and oppon­ 
ents of each proposition or measure 
want to get in their last licks before 
the showdown. 
But there might be another reason, 


quite unique this year. That is the ef­ 
fect of the voter registration figures 
announced for the November election. 
‘Democrats gained heavily through­ 
out the state, especially in Marin 
County. 
Traditionally Marin County has been 


a Republican stronghold. As recently 
as last June, during the primaries, Ma­ 
rin Republican registrations held a 
4.244 margin over the Democrats. 
But now, the latest county figures 


show Republicans with 42,042 and 
Democrats with 41,350. The Republi­ 
can edge is now so slight (only 692 out 
of more than 86,000 voters in the 
county) that it s a virtual toss-up. 
Naturally, the Democratic camp was 


elated. Top Democrats from Governor 


Edmund G. Brown on down predicted 
a “ Democratic sweep.” Democratic 
candidates, even the lesser known who 
realized it was going to be an uphill 
fight, began to raise their hopes. 
The results of that elation are show­ 
ing in the last minute flurry of ac­ 
tivity. 
The same registration figures have 


had a like effect on the Republicans, 
but for a different reason. 
Republican incumbents like State 


Sen. John F. McCarthy and Assembly­ 
man William T. Bagley, who have re­ 
tained their seats handily in past elec­ 
tions, realize they are up against a 
tougher fight this year. 
It’s even tougher for Congressman 


Don H. Clausen, who has a tremendous 
Democratic registration lead to over­ 
come in the six counties. Of the six, 
only Marin shows a Republican lead, 
and in the five others from here to Del 
Norte, the Democrats have a tremen­ 
dous edge. 
Because the Republicans have slip­ 
ped in their registration drives, their 
candidates will be digging in even 
harder to make up for the setback. 
They will be fighting perhaps their 
toughest fight in their political careers. 
The least the voters can do is to 


show up in full force at the polls and 
give their candidates the backing they 
deserve.

380 million dollars is added to 
260 million dollars, it gives a 
total of 640 million. Half of 
this is 320 million and this plus 
100 million is a total of 420 
million dollars. 


THIS BIT OF BIG-FIGURE 
addition is the core of the prob­ 
lem the 1965 legislature may 
be asked to solve in the way 
of providing new state reve­ 
nues. 
The Nov. 3 general election 
ballot has the 380-million-dollar 
bond issue for state construc­ 
tion, including higher educa­ 
tion, and 260 million dollars 
for state school building aid 
loans for classroom construc­ 
tion. Both bond issues are de­ 
signed to cover a two-year 
period, so the estimate for one 
year would be 320 million. 
This could be the last year 
for both types of bond issues, 
whether or not the voters ap­ 
prove them in November. 
Assembly Speaker Jesse M. 
Unruh (D-Inglewood), speak­ 


ing recently in favor of the 
150-million-dollar bond issue 
for beaches and parks, noted it 
is the only issue of the three 
which fits into the traditional 
purpose of bonds. 
In other 
words, these bonds would be 
a one-time expenditure. 
Not so with the state con­ 
struction and school building 
aid bonds. They have been 
coming along at regular inter­ 
vals and there’s no indication 
this won’t continue. 
So Unruh said this is the last 
time he will support bonds for 
recurring expenditures. A reso­ 
lution to that effect was ap­ 
proved by the Assembly this 
year and the Senate adopted 
one by Sen. George Miller Jr. 
(D-Martinez) along the same 
lines. 


BOTH M ILLER and Unruh 
have found considerable sup­ 
port for a return to pay-as- 
you-go from various organiza­ 
tions in the state. And Legis­ 
lative Analyst A. Alan Post has 
given some grim forecasts of 
what happens if the bonding

program continues at the rate 
of the past six or seven years. 
The other 100 million dollars 
mentioned earlier to be added 
to the total of 320 million with 
the return to pay-as-you-go is 
the amount to which the state 
already is committed in new 
money for the 1964 educational 
finance bill. 
Thus the 1965 legislature 
likely will have the task of de­ 
termining where and how to 
raise upwards of 400 million 
dollars a year in new or addi­ 
tional taxes. It’s true the state 
will get somewhat of a wind­ 
fall from the East Wilmington 
oil field off the coast of Long 
Beach. But 1.75 billion dollars 
spread over 35 years amounts 
to only 50 million dollars a 
year and this won’t solve the 
problem. 


THE ADMINISTRATION of 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown, usual­ 
ly attentive to the wishes of 
organized labor, has indicated 
it would be most reluctant to 
call for a flat one-eent increase 
in the state’s three-cent sales 
tax. This, of course, would be 
the quickest and surest reve­ 
nue producer and would bring 
in from 250 to 300 million dol­ 
lars in one shot. 


But labor has always op­ 
posed this as discriminatory 
against the wage earner. The 
administration has indicated it 
might turn instead to a broad­ 
ening of the sales tax base to 
services and there are esti­ 
mates 
this 
might 
produce 
nearly as much as the added 
one cent. 


However, one big field of 
service taxes — the so-called 
room tax on hotels and motels 
— was authorized for local 
jurisdiction by the legislature. 
Most counties already are con­ 
sidering or have adopted such 
a tax. 
The cigarette tax might be a 
popular levy’ to increase, in 
view of recent adverse reports 
on smoking. But this produces 
less than 25 million dollars per 
each cent of added tax and last 
reports show a decline in the 
habit.

BOSTON—The only political 
question in this part of the 
country is not whether Lyndon 
Johnson is going to carry most 
of New England, but whether 
all of New England is going 
Democratic — for the presi­ 
dency—and thereby dump all 
past precedents into Boston 
harbor.

Vermont, where the state’s

nee. 
New Hampshire Republicans 
vetoed Goldwater in the pri­ 
mary 
last 
March 
and 
no 
change in sentiment can be 
detected. 
In Maine the political re­ 
porters can hardly believe 
their eyes—they see so much 
support for LB J. And these 
State of Mainers have not 
given their electoral vote to 
a 
Democratic 
president 
in 
more than 50 years and even 
then — in the Taft-Roosevelt 
split of 1912—it was only by a 
thin plurality. 


THE REPUBLICANS here 
in Massachusetts simply could 
not believe their own polls— 


so they did it all over again. 
Right after the San Francisco 
convention their own private 
surveys came up with 79 per 
cent for Johnson. 
Obviously 
that couldn’t be true, they 
assured themselves. So, after 
waiting a few weeks, they did 
it again to find out how wrong 
the poll had been the first 
time 
or 
how 
substantially 
Goldwater had changed the 
picture. This time it came out 
80 per cent for Johnson. 
There is not a pro-Goldwater 
newspaper in the city of Bos­ 
ton and few in all of New 
England. In Boston all, except 
the Christian Science Monitor, 
are supporting the president. 
The Monitor is not taking sides 
and the significance of this 
neutrality is that this is the 
first time in many years that 
the Monitor has refrained from 
endorsing the Republican nom­ 
inee. 
There is a wide current of 
anti-Goldwaterism in all three 
of the most Republican of 
the New England states. In 
the New Hampshire primary, 
where Senator Goldwater cam­ 
paigned long and vigorously 
and lost overwhelmingly to 
Henry Cabot Lodge, less than 
one-third of the Republican 
votes went to Goldwater. A 
substantial Republican defec­ 
tion is expected in November. 
The tide is running toward 
Johnson in Vermont. Four of 
the state’s biggest newspapers 
are backing the Democratic 
candidate for the first time 
and many of the GOP leaders 
who were against Goldwater 
at San Francisco have shown 
no sign of changing their atti­ 
tude since. 


MOST NEW ENGLAND Re­ 
publicans 
are 
“ moderates” 
and in Maine they are mod­ 
erate with a will. Many are 
following the lead of Rep. Stan­ 
ley R. Tupper, one of the most 
popular of Maine's congres­ 
sional delegation, in turning 
away from Goldwater. It isn’t 
that Johnson is evoking any 
ecstatic enthusiasm—he isn’t— 
but Goldwater is evoking even 
less.

West opened the deuce of 
hearts, an obvious singleton, but 
East decided not to play his ace. 
He knew he would be laughed 
at, but East was a canny Scot 
and was willing to take the 
tricks and let the credit go. 


SURPRISED TO WIN 
Declarer was somewhat sur­ 
prised to win the first trick in 
dummy with the king of hearts 
but recovered in time to con­ 
tinue with the queen of hearts. 
Once more East played a low 
heart. 
South discarded a low dia­ 
mond and West ruffed. West re­ 
turned a trump, fearing that it 
might cost a trick to lead away 
from either of his kings. South 
won with the king of spades and 
led a spade to dummy’s ace to 
finish the job of drawing trumps. 


HEART FROM DUMMY 
Declarer 
then 
led 
another 
heart from dummy. This time 
East played his ace. South ruff­ 
ed, and everybody laughed. Ev­ 
erybody, that is, except Sir Wal­ 
ter Scott (and the readers of 
this column). 
South had already lost one 
trick to West’s low trump, and 
South still had a losing diamond 
and two losing clubs. He event­ 
ually gave up these tricks and 
was down one. 
The reason Sir Walter didn’t 
laugh is that South could have 
made his contract if East had 
taken his ace of hearts at the 
first trick. 


TAKES THE ACE 
If East takes the ace of 
hearts and returns a heart, 
South discards a diamond. West 
ruffs, and the defense is off to 
a good start. W’est returns a 
diamond (as good a play as 
any), and South takes the ace. 
South now draws trumps with 
the king and dummy’s ace, after 
which he can safely cash dum­ 
my’s two good hearts. He thus 
wins six trumps, two hearts, 
and two side aces for a total of 
10 tricks. 
East’s actual defense limited 
dummy to one heart trick, so 
that South won only nine tricks 
in all.
